The Diocese of San Diego participated in this 
study, which asked U.S. dioceses how, when and 
where the Chrism Mass is celebrated and what 
adaptations had been made regarding the focus of the 
liturgy, ‘she related.

Tradition and Celebration of the Chrism Mass,’ 
many dioceses are going back to the tradition of

Pope has reaffirmed 
Paul VI’s encyclical

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II called Pope Paul VI’s encyclical 
forbidding artificial birth control part of 
the ‘‘permanent patrimony’’ of the 
church’s moral teaching and criticized 
churchmen who say the teaching is 
debatable. 

He said that among the hindrances to 
the proper practice of the church’s 
teaching’ on conjugal love is the 
suggestion from some pastors and 
theologians that the church’s teaching is 
open to discussion, the pope told a 
meeting of natural family planning 
experts. 

“This is not a sign of pastoral 
understanding,’’ Pope John Paul said, 
“but of a lack of understanding of the 
true good of persons.”’ 

The pope spoke to 350 participants in 
the Fourth International Congress for the 
Family in Africa and Europe. Sponsored 
by Rome’s Sacred Heart University, the 
congress marked the 20th anniversary of - 
Pope Paul’s encyclical ‘‘Humanae 
Vitae’’ (Of Human Life). Participants 
met with the pope March 14 at the 
Vatican. 

The March 12-15 congress was 
organized by Dr. Anna Cappella, director 
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Mass,” said Sister Nicgorski. 

“We hope that as many people as possible will be 
able to attend the Chrism Mass since it is a diocesan 
celebration and these oils are used throughout the _ 
year in the parishes,’’ the liturgy director said. 

“We especially invite the directors of the Rite of 
Christian Initiation of Adults to attend along with the 
Elect, those preparing to be received into the church 
at the Easter Vigil.

Prior to the Mass of the Chrism, Father Joseph 
Champlin, vicar for parish life and worship in the 
Diocese of Syracuse, N.Y., will conduct a lenten 
afternoon of recollection and prayer for priests of the 
diocese at 1:15. p.m., at Holy Trinity Church. A 
penance service will conclude this period of 
reflection.

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Training center helps 
adults join work force

EL CAJON — Phyllis Linville is not 
much taller than the mops and brooms 
she carries through Holy Trinity Church, 
along with buckets filled with rags and 
cleaning solutions. But she sprays, washes 
and shines the top window in the church’s 
side door with little effort. 

In fact, the 56-year-old woman, who 
attends St. Madeleine Sophie’s Training 
Center (SMSTC) for developmentally 
disabled adults, told the Southern Cross she 
“loves to wash windows,’’ dust pews, 
mop the vestibule and clean the restrooms 
as part of the duties of her salaried 
position. 

She recounted her tasks for each day of 
the week as though her work schedule 
were a ritual in her life. 

“Working in the church is special,’’ 
she said, examining the sparkle she had 
just given one of the windows. ‘‘I have 
met a lot of people here; I like working for 
Father (Stephen) Dunn (pastor) and 
Father (Brian) Corcoran (an associate).”’ 

Linville does custodial work in the 
church or rectory two hours every 
weekday morning and assists the parish 
gardener in the afternoon. 

‘“Her work is excellent,’’ said parish 
secretary Shirley Bubel. ‘‘She has never 
missed a day.’’ She described the 
employee as ‘‘enthusiastic, dependable 
and friendly’’ with a ‘‘sunny disposition 
everyone enjoys.”’ 

She takes a taxi to the church from her 
group home in Lakeside. Care provider 
Jackie Tomlinson, who supervises the 
home for six adult women, said Linville’s 
job ‘‘has increased her self-esteem, 100 
percent; it gives her financial 
independence and the ability to help 
others.”’ 

Although the disabled woman has been 
employed only four months, she wields 
the tools of her trade with the skill of a 
veteran custodian, thanks, in part, to her 
job coach Debbie Ramsey who provided 
on-site training for two weeks. ‘‘She 
caught on to her job immediately,”’ 
Ramsey said. 

However, Linville’s preparation for the 
world of work began with her entrance to 
SMSTC four years ago, said Sister 
Maxine Kraemer, RSCJ, executive 
director. 

She took classes in basic education, 
food preparation and cleaning skills. 
“‘When we saw her advance so quickly, 
we put her in an individualized program 
and taught her to work independently, 


cleaning rooms used for the clinical 
pastoral education program, Sister 
Kraemer explained. ‘‘She loved to do that 
work. 

“‘We mix the higher functioning adults 
with those functioning on a lower level,’’ 
Sister Kraemer said, adding that a 
teacher, instructional aide or volunteer 
supervises groups of three to six people in 
various community sites. 

Last summer Linville participated in 
the center’s World-of-Work tours. She 
visited local department and grocery 
stores, restaurants and delicatessens to 
observe how employees there 
accomplished their tasks. 

Nearly half of the 110 people enrolled 
at SMSTC have joined the work force. 
Four are employed at McDonald’s 
restaurants in East County and three at 
Women’s World clothing warehouse in El 
Cajon. Others do trash abatement and 
yard work. All receive at least a minimum 
wage. 

“‘We try to match the job for the 
person’”’ by assessing each one’s skills and 
preferences, Sister Kraemer said. ‘‘We 
meet with job developers and our job 
coach to plan a transitional program that 
will gradually get the people into a paid 
position.”’ 

This planning landed Terri Branch a 
part-time job at one of the McDonald’s 
drive-ins in La Mesa where she has 
worked for over a month. ‘‘She is eager to 
do well’’ cleaning tables and the lobby, 
said assistant manager Darrin Graham, 
adding that Branch also helps with public 
relations by greeting the customers. - 

The employment of Branch, Linville 
and others from SMSTC results from the 
center’s participation in a federally and 
state-funded Supported Employment 


program for disabled adults, which gives ° 


the employees training, supervision and 
assistance with transportation. They are 
required to work at least 20 hours per 
week at the employer’s site of business. 

Linville also participated in the center’s 
community-based instruction program, 
the director said. ‘“This teaches them the 
practical things we take for granted,’’ 
such as reading signs, doing comparative 
shopping and computing sales tax with 
calculators. 

Some work is done by contract under 
the direction of SMSTC instructors 
Gerry Marshall and Clarita Umali. 
People in their classes are currently 
preparing kits of materials to be used at 
polling stations for the June and 
November elections. 

It is not necessary for those in the 


contract classes to count the number of 
items for each kit, Sister Kraemer 
explained. They simply match the pens, 
tacks and pins with pieces of tape affixed 
to the tables where they work to ascertain 
the correct number. 

This contract was awarded by the San 
Diego County Registrar of Voters. ‘‘We 
bid for the jobs; everything is done on a 
competitive basis,’’ Sister Kraemer said, 
adding that the center also contracts for 
collating and mailing jobs. Employees are

paid according to the amount they 
produce. 

Some of the SMSTC people are 
employed at the center in housekeeping 
tasks. Others sell paintings, Christmas 
cards and other gift items they create in 
the center’s classes in art, crafts and 
woodworking.

Bishops stress Catholic duty to care for AIDS patients

WASHINGTON — U.S. bishops in 
separate pastoral messages on AIDS have 
stressed the duty of Catholics to provide 
pastoral care for its victims and to work with 
public officials on policy that effectively 
addresses moral and health concerns the 
disease raises. 

The messages were issued in late 
February and early March by bishops in 
Mississippi, Alaska and New York. 

Bishop Joseph E. Howze of Biloxi, 
Miss., said: Christians were obligated to 
show the compassion and concern for AIDS 
sufferers that Christ would and to not resist 
‘*sharing theirlot.”’ 

‘*We are tempted to search for reasons to 
connect their illness with punishment for 
their moral offenses,’’ Bishop Howze wrote 
in the Feb. 26 Gulf Pine Catholic, diocesan 
newspaper. ‘‘As Christians, we must 
provide pastoral care to persons with 
AIDS, to their families, friends and 
associates.” 

He also urged support for those giving 
the care and told his readers to learn about 
AIDS from ‘‘reputable sources’’ to combat 
fear and hysteria. 

Quoting from the recent U.S. Catholic 
Conference statement on AIDS, Bishop 


Howze said the church must give ‘‘a clear 
presentation of Catholic moral teaching’”’ 
on sexuality and develop educational and 
other programs for prevention that include 
an ‘‘authentic understanding of intimacy 
and sexuality.”’ 

The AIDS document, released last 
December’ by the 50-bishop 
Administrative Board of the USCC, 
addressed a wide range of issues 
surrounding acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome. 

Some bishops have since criticized the 
statement, which would tolerate factual 
condom information in educational 
programs to combat AIDS. The bishops as 
a body may review the document during 
"theirnext general meetingin June. 

Alaska’s three bishops, Bishop Michael 
J. Kaniecki of Fairbanks, Archbishop 
Francis T. Hurley of Anchorage, and 
Bishop Michael H. Kenny of Juneau, 
urged Catholics to join others in helping 
form public policy to respond to moral and 
health concerns raised by AIDS. 

Their statement was published as an 
introduction to the USCC statement on 
AIDS. Both statements were published ina 
special March 11 edition of the Catholic 
Commentary, newspaper of the Anchorage 
Diocese, which was distributed for the first 


time in all three Alaska dioceses. 

“Hardly any public policy can meet 
completely the concerns of all segments of 
society,’’ the Alaska bishops said. ‘‘Yet, it 
is the obligation of those who set and 
implement public policies to be sensitive to 
all those concerns. They can be assisted in 
fulfilling their responsibility by those who 
are willing to join in open and civil dialogue 
with them.”’ 

Society cannot address the disease and its 
medical, educational and moral 
implications ‘‘without great concern for the 
human and moral values of all citizens,’’ 
they said. 

Last January Archbishop Hurley 
defended the USCC statement on AIDS 
after the head of the Archdiocese for the 
Military Services, Archbishop Joseph T. 
Ryan, called the statement ambiguous and 
confusing. 

Archbishop Ryan made the commentsin 
a letter to seven military chaplains who 
work within the boundaries of the 
Archdiocese of Anchorage at two major 
military bases. 

Bishop Matthew H. Clark of Rochester, 
N.Y., in a 12-page pastoral instruction, 
called Catholics to respond to the AIDS 
crisis. 

At a press conference to release the 


document, he said it was ‘‘intended to give 
fundamental direction to our local church 
as we address the moral and theological 
issues around AIDS and educate ourselves 
and others about the disease and its 
prevention.”’ 


He noted that the bishops’ 
Administrative Board in its AIDS 
statement encouraged local dioceses to 
clarify their policy on the disease. 


He called Rochester parishes to: 
e® Pray and show support for AIDS 
patients. 


® Provide education that gives basic 
information about the disease. 


® Workwithlocal health authorities. 


® Organize a pool of volunteers trained 
in the particular skills needed to provide 
support for people with AIDS and for their 
families. 


He said the local church’s response will 
include counseling and support services for 
all affected by AIDS, hospice care, support 
for increased private and public funding of 
major drug programs, and protecting 
human rights of patients, especially to 
education, housing and work. 
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Death penalty is 
human, humane,

Attacks upon the morality of capital punishment are 
| generally not very enlightening and usually tell more 
about the attacker than the attacked. 

Often the attackers emphasize the disparity in the 
distribution of capital punishment sentences — rich and 
poor, white and black, North and South, etc. This is a 
good argument for enhancing the equality of all citizens 
before the bar, but it has nothing to do with the morality 
of capital punishment as such. 

One claims that capital punishment in inhuman. This 
argument loves to emphasize that revenge, vengeance 
and retribution are ignoble, base, and not- properly 
human. Whatever the value of this contention may be, it 
says nothing about the morality of capital punishment. 

Those attitudes are personal motivations and are quite 
possible in matters other than capital punishment. They 
certainly have nothing to do with the morality of capital 
punishment, which can be inflicted quite well without any 
of those elements coming into play at all. 

| Capital punishment is justified as the response of the 
| society to the conduct of its citizens, whatever the 
motivations of individuals might be. In any case, these 
motivations can be quite as present in advocates of life 
imprisonment. 

Another argument invokes the Constitutional 
prohibition against cruel and unusual punishment. This 
argument clearly does not hold. For the writers of the 
Constitution, capital punishment was certainly not 


unusual. Cruel and inhumane referred to torture and

" entirely unreasonable punishment. Capital punishment is_ 


certainly not torture: Whether it is reasonable is precisely 
the question. Mere assertion of unreasonableness is itself 
unreasonable. 


Finally, there are the so-called Christian arguments. 
However, it is clear that no conclusions about matters 
such as capital punishment can be drawn directly and 
immediately from the Gospels and indeed the entire 
Bible. Here, too, one must reason theologically to reach 
one’s position. 


Likewise, recent slogans like respect for all life and the 
inviolable dignity of the human person provide no 
immediate insights into the morality of capital 

punishment. Nor does the so-called ‘‘Seamless Garment”’ 
_ slogan, 


To lump into one heap such disparate items as 
abortion, capital punishment, self-defense, whether 
individual or national in war, is to ignore or 
misunderstand the proper nature and morality of the acts 
in question. 

It deprives the discussion of reasoning philosophy and 
| theology and consigns it to the sterility of concern and 
| commitment. It gives rise to such senseless statements as 
‘‘capital punishment gives official sanction to a climate of 

violence.”’ 

_ It also enables one to invoke Matthew 7 against capital 
punishment, an exegetical excess that would make the 
most fervid biblical literalist blush with shame or turn 
green with envy. 

The simultaneous invocation of God’s boundless mercy 
and acceptance of life imprisonment is certainly an exotic 
combination. Likewise, God is indeed the only Lord of 
life, but then God is the only Lord of everything, like 
freedom. 

How does one reconcile this with advocacy of life 
imprisonment? Should one not then also strive to 
eliminate the judicial authorization to take this freedom 
away? 

All arguments against capital punishment fall 
inevitably into the snare of equating life with mere 
biological perdurance. 

More importantly, these arguments overlook one 
entirely fundamental insight that has been one of the 
glories of Christian thought, if not always of Christian 
practice. This insight is that all human lives are 
fundamentally equal. No one is more valuable than 
anyone else, whatever their relative status may be. No 

| one has any more right to life than anyone else. 

To eliminate capital punishment is to eliminate this 
insight. It means that in principle, and also in practice, 
the life of the murderer is more valuable than the life of 
the murdered. 

That is certainly inhuman, inhumane and unchristian.

Alice Marie Woolstencroft was buried from our parish 
last week. She was the mother of six children, three boys 
and three girls. At her funeral her son regaled me with 
many memories of when he served my Masses at Blessed 
Sacrament, when I was a very young priest and a reserve

I asked him, or one of his brothers, Stephen or Carlos, 
to write up some thoughts about his mother that I could 
incorporate into the homily. We do this instead of 
eulogies at our parish, and they usually run true to form. 

This one did, too, until the last line. Her oldest son Jim 
wrote, ‘‘Good Catholic mother and friend.’’ The “‘good 
Catholic mother’’ I knew, but how many young men and 
women really think of a mother or a father as a friend? 

Friendship involves a relationship like no other human 


commitment. It is a treasure like no other earthly gift. It ° 


means understanding one another for what we are, and 
liking what we find, or overlooking what we don’t find. 

When young couples come to the rectory to prepare for 
a wedding, I watch to see how they relate to each other as 
friends, not as lovers. As lovers, they have stars in their 
eyes. They barely hear what you are saying and they will 
agree to anything, as long as the date is set. 

Love, both as a virtue and as an emotion, is as wide and 
as deep as the ocean, and just as filled with the waves and 
troughs. Sometimes lovers can’t bare to be out of sight of 
one another, and sometimes they need a little bit of 
freedom and independence to bring their won sense of 
identity to the union of love. 

Love has its triumphant highs and its occasional lows. 
Love may come and go. Love comes in many assorted 
flavors — spouse, child, parent, country, and so on. As 
we grow in human love, we can transfer this to the 
spiritual level for love of God and neighbor. And, 
unfortunately, love can die, and it’s a great tragedy.

St. Robert Southwell and Blessed Claude de la 
Colombiere both used the notion of human friendship to 
raise their sights to friendship with God. Both salute 
Christ as their friend. 

And if we are looking for the classical example of 
friendship we need only to turn to the Bible for the story 
of David and Jonathan. 

_ Which brings me back to the funeral of Alice Marie 
Woolstencroft. What a noble person she must have been 
that her oldest son brings his thoughts of her to a 
conclusion with that great title: Friend!

CRS, the best kept secret 


““T’m afraid we’re condemned to accept the fact that 
Catholic Relief Service will remain the world’s best kept 
secret,’’ says Lawrence Pezzullo, CRS executive director. 
But he adds, “‘I do think if the average Catholic could 
understand what we do and how we do it, and the effec- 
tiveness with which we do it, they would be terribly im- 
pressed.”’ 

Although CRS has-been around since World War II, 
many U.S. Catholics really weren’t aware it existed until 
the famine in Ethiopia put it on the national news in 1984. 
That was the year CRS took the lead in assembling an 
international coalition of relief organizations which saved 
hundreds of thousands of people in Ethiopia from starving 
to death. 

But impressive as the Ethiopia effort was, it was really no 
different from what CRS does every year. This past year 
CRS ran feeding programs in 35 different nations, funded 
more than 1,000 development projects in 65 nations around 
the world and employed a staff of more than 1,500. Each 
year CRS helps in some way 14 million of the world’s 
neediest people. 

All this is made possible by an average contribution of 
less than $1 to the CRS annual collection, which is taken 
up in most U.S. dioceses on the fourth Sunday of Lent. 
(This year that was on March 13. Donations, indicated 
for the 1988 American Bishops’ Overseas Appeal, can still 
be made through your parish.) 


The nationwide collection brings in about $10 million a 
year. The rest of CRS’ $300 million annual budget comes 
from government agencies or private donors. 

Why don’t Catholics know more about CRS? One 
major reason is that CRS spends its money on poor 
people overseas, not on publicity and fund raising in the 
United States. 


‘‘We’re not going to go out there and get up on a 


’ soapbox,’’ says Pezzullo. ‘‘I think we’ve seen enough on 


television of organizations that are building on people’s 


guilt. We’ve tried not to do that.’’ 

Pezzullo, who held two U.S, ambassadorships before 
coming to CRS in 1983, says, ‘‘You’ve got to start with 
people understanding that there’s a world out there, and 
that world does affect us. From a Catholic point of view, 
those are your brothers and sisters, but even beyond that 
there’s an interdependence in this world that you can’t 
argue away from. It’s there. 


CRS is now approaching its 50th anniversary and has 
become an important part of the church in the United 
States, practical proof we care about people who are suf- 
fering, regardless of where they live. 

Last fall when our bishops announced their decision to 
set up permanent headquarters for CRS in Baltimore, it 
was a clear indication they’re committed to CRS for the 
long haul. At the same time they appointed Ambassador 
Pezzullo — the first layperson ever to head CRS — toa 
second five-year term, an equally clear indication they 
want to emphasize lay involvement in CRS. 

What’s needed now is some way for CRS to get in 
closer touch with the 50 million Catholics in the 
19,000-plus parishes across the United States. Some 
parishes participate in CRS’s Operation Rice Bowl each 
Lent, and a few have taken on specific CRS programs as 
parish projects, but many Catholics would like to be more 
deeply involved. 

Americans know we’re especially privileged, and we’ve 
shown time and again we want to help and can help. If 
American Catholics ever discover the opportunities for 
personal involvement CRS gives them, the results could 
be dramatic.

Archbishop James A. Hickey of Wash- 
ington called the new archbishop “‘a truly 
gentle, sincerely humble and tireless ser- 
vant of all the people: black, white, His-

Archbishop Marino, a native of Biloxi, 
Miss., becomes only the third black 
prelate to head a diocese, after Bishop 
James A. Healey of the Diocese of 
Portland, Maine, 1875-1900, and Bishop 
Joseph L. Howze of the Diocese of Biloxi. 

As an auxiliary bishop in Washington, 
D.C. for 14 years, he has led national 
efforts for recognition of the contributions 
of black Catholics and also has been 
outspoken against racism and for the 
rights of the poor, homeless, unemployed 
and the responsibility of the church on 
those issues. 

He was-born in Biloxi on May 29, 
1934, as one of eight children to Jesus 
Maria Marino, a native of Puerto Rico, 


and Lottie Irene Bradford, a native of 


Biloxi, both deceased. 


He attended elementary and high 
school at Our Mother of Sorrows Parish 
in Biloxi before entering the Josephite 
community in 1952, which later sent him 


‘to Washington where he studied theology 


and where he was ordained a priest in 


1962.

When the church’s teachings are put up 
for discussion, the pope said, “‘it can lead 
to doubt on a teaching which for the 
church is certain, obscuring in this way 
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the perception of a truth which cannot be 
discussed.”’ 

The pope praised the congress for 
putting the technique of natural family 
planning within the context of ethical 
reflection. 


Such a technique ‘‘does not resolve the 
ethical problems,’’ he said, adding that 
there is no substitute for an ‘‘education to 
chastity.”’

- planning utilizes biological signals such as 
cervical mucus and temperature shifts to 
predict when a woman is ovulating.

Vatican to revise education norms

VATICAN CITY — The Vatican Congregation for 
Catholic Education has indicated that its proposed norms 
for Catholic colleges and universities around the world may 
be revised considerably as a result of criticisms by bishops 
and Catholic educators. 

A copy of the proposal, released to National Catholic 
News Service in early March, showed most of the sharpest 
criticism came from North America, whose Catholic 
colleges and universities make ‘up more than half the 
worldwide total of such institutions. 

Many bishops and educators from the United States and 
Canada opposed legal language of the norms. They argued 
that the direct hierarchical jurisdiction over academic 
institutions envisioned by the proposal would undermine 
the academic freedom and institutional autonomy which 
U.S. and Canadian Catholic colleges and universities need 
to maintain their credibility as educational institutions. 
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From Asia, especially India and Japan where Catholic 
universities provide a significant Catholic presence in 
overwhelmingly non-Christian cultures, the proposed 
norms were viewed as too Western. 

The education congregation sent a first draft of its 
proposed norms to bishops and educators in 1985 and asked 
them for their reactions. 

This March it also announced plans for a major meeting 


in 1989 of delegates from Catholic institutions of higher - 


learning from around the world — the first such Vatican- 
sponsored meeting since 1972.

St. Mark Church celebrates 25 years

SAN MARCOS — Parishioners at

they celebrated the church’s 25th 
anniversary March 13. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher was the 
principal celebrant of the 5 p.m. 
jubilee Mass. The 15 concelebrants 
included Msgr. Thomas Healy, 
pastor, Father Robert England, 
associate pastor, and Msgr. Timothy 
Harnett, pastor of St. John Church,

Deacons Sam Hunt and 
Dick Jansing assisted. 

During the liturgy the bishop 
distinguished between the vertical and 


_ horizontal dimensions in the church. 


In the vertical dimension ‘‘we are 
members of one body with Jesus as 
head,’’ the bishop said, emphasizing 
the importance of unity in the 
community of believers with the Holy 
Father. 

‘We receive God’s gift of grace 
and from the 
sacramental life of the church,’ he 
said. These gifts enable us to ‘‘become 
a people of goodness’’ and participate 


in the horizontal dimension of the

church, ‘‘our service and ministry to 
others.’’ 

Homilist Deacon Sam Hunt pointed 
out ways the parish has carried out this 
service. The recently completed parish 
center was used to shelter homeless 
people in North County for two weeks 
in January. 

The old parish hall was not used for 
this purpose because there are “‘no 
second class citizens in the kindgom of 
God,”’ he said. 

Deacon Hunt traced the church’s 
beginnings to 1963 when the founding 
pastor, Father (now Msgr.) William 
Spain, celebrated Mass in an opera 
house and heard confessions in his car. 

In March of that year Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy announced the 
formation of St. Mark Church. He had 
received 102 signatures on a petition 


requesting that a Catholic church be. 


established in San Marcos — the work 
of Jackie McArthur, Vivian Gerard 
and Mary Hanzel, the deacon said. 
At that time there were only 17 
registered Catholic families in the 
area, said Edward Herterich, a 


parishioner and speaker at the dinner 


in the parish center, which followed the 
Mass. 

Twenty-five years ago the site of St. 
Mark Church was farming property 
owned by Gerald McAleese, now 
deceased, who sold 7 1/2 acres to the 
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church in 1965, according to his 
brother, Wilbur McAleese, a 
parishioner. A_ small two-bedroom 
house, which came with the property, 
was used as the rectory. 


The first church was an old lumber 
warehouse, purchased for $500, cut in 
half and moved to its present location. 

Parishioners did most of the 
remodeling on the rectory, warehouse 
and an annex they built the following 
year, 4 parish booklet states. 

Father Robert Dickie was appointed 
the next pastor in 1969 when the parish 
boasted 250 registered families, said 
Ret.. Rear Adm. Bud Hammond, 
another speaker at the dinner. 

During Father Dickie’s 
hospitalization two years later, Father 
Lawrence Gatt, pastor of St. Richard 
Church, Borrego Springs, served as 
administrator. He had “‘all units 
connected to the city sewage system, 
brought in natural gas’’ and installed 
fluorescent lighting in the buildings,”’ 
Hammond added. 


The present rectory was completed 
in 1975 and the church in 1979. “‘Even 
inspections were not 
completed, Msgr. Healy (appointed 
pastor in 1976) obtained permission 


from the City Fathers’’ to celebrate the 


Easter Vigil in the new church, 
Hammond said. 
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“Our parish has grown from three 
women who responded to God’s call to 
over 1,000 families who are still 
responding to God’s call,’’ Deacon 
Hunt said in his homily. 

However, he cautioned against 
complacency with the completed 
parish projects and urged the assembly 
to rededicate themselves to the task of 
“passing on the good news of Christ 
Jesus.”’ 

Following the liturgy, Bishop Maher 
blessed the new grotto of Our Lady of 
Fatima and the parish center. 

The parishioners, most of them 
retired, are ‘‘people who appreciate 
their church and are supportive in 
helping the needy,’’ Msgr. Healy told 
the Southern Cross. 

During his 12-year tenure as pastor, 
his goal for the parish has been to 
‘*keep in step with the growth of San 
Marcos.”’ 

St. Mark’s religious education 
program is evidence of that growth. 
Currently some 300 preschool to high 
school-age pupils are enrolled, said 
Sister Lila Dempsey, OSC, director of 
catechetical ministry. 

**We try to give them an experience 
of the goodness of God,’’ she said. 
‘*They will forget doctrine, but not an 
experience of God they get at liturgies 
and through personal contacts with the 
catechists.”” _ 
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Medjugorje: Village center of attention

MEDJUGORJE, Yugoslavia — About a million 
people are expected to descend on the tiny central 
Yugoslavian village of Medjugorje in 1988, drawn by 
reports that the Virgin Mary is appearing daily to a group 
of young people and in spite of the local bishop’s 
opposition to pilgrimages here. 

Many of the pilgrims come in search of signs and 
miracles. Others come for physical healing, or with a 
special petition for Mary. Most depart more than satisfied 
with simpler results — a good confession, a mountainside 
Way of the Cross or a rediscovery of personal prayer. 

Despite the controversy surrounding the apparitions, 
visitors say they feel spiritually nourished, “‘converted’’ 
by Medjugorje’s message of prayer and fasting. Some are 
eager to return with friends or relatives. 

Bishop Pavao Zanic of Mostar-Duvno, in whose 
diocese Medjugorje is located, has maintained the 
apparitions are a trick. 

A commission he appointed to investigate the alleged 
apparitions and reported phenomena concluded the 
events were not supernatural 

Last June he said in Medjugorje he was forbidding 
priests to celebrate Masses there if they were leading 


pilgrimages, knowing his order would probably be 
ignored. 
The Yugoslavian bishops’ conference has also 


discouraged pilgrimages to Medjugorge. Still, the 
pilgrimages continue. 

A three-day visit to Medjugorje in mid-February — the 
low season for pilgrimages — found the place alive with 
an atmosphere of spiritual conversion. More than 200 
visitors, many of them Americans, were there seeking 
renewal. 

The visionaries still provide the essential link to the 
Marian story. But, while they were children when they 
first reported seeing apparitions in 1981, they have grown 
and are gradually turning to other things — marriage and 
a family, studies and possible religious vocations. 

For these reasons, only one visionary, Marija Pavlovic, 
went through the apparitions ritual in the church Feb. 
15-17, and she left Yugoslavia for several months at the 
end of February. 

A Franciscan priest predicted that Medjugorje would 
soon move into a ‘‘transitional period’’ that focuses more 
on Mary’s lessons than her appearances. 

The faith of the local people, who help pack the church 
daily for Mass and prayers, is frequently cited as the “‘real 
miracle’? of Medjugorje. But the town also has been 
transformed in a different way. 

Virtually the entire village is a construction site, with 
dozens of houses being remodeled into mini-hotels. New 
restaurants, bars and even a duty-free shop have been 
constructed. 

Along the lane filled with potholes that leads to St. 
James Church, tour buses must maneuver carefully 
between rows of souvenir kiosks. Tobacco and grape 
farming have given way to the religious tourist trade. 

What do people make of these changes? The answer 
depends greatly on whom you ask. 

‘“Medjugorje is not some little village. It’s a spiritual 
reality, a spiritual dimension of salvation, a new end-of- 
the-millennium name for what God’s doing,’’ said U.S. 
Franciscan Father Philip Pavich, who works at St. James 
Parish. 

He said Mary is ‘‘touching the whole world’’ through 
the apparitions.

A tour operator in Dubrovnik, an Adriatic city through 
which many visitors pass on their way to Medjugorje, 
said, ‘‘Every day more people are going to Medjugorje, 
especially Americans. Personally, I don’t believe, but you 
cannot deny there is something very attractive to people 
there.”’ 

But Bishop Zanic was more harsh.‘‘Every day I 
become more and more convinced that this is all a sham, a 
trick,’’ he said. 

The bishop’s opposition to the pilgrimages is well 
known to most visitors. Visitors also know that. the 
Vatican is cautious about the events and has requested a 
study into their supernatural authenticity. 

In the meantime, visitors and the Franciscans who run 
the parish said they are convinced that Mary is present. 
Her message, repeated hundreds of times in slightly 
different wording, is consistent and simple, said Father 
Pavich. 

“It’s five key words: peace, faith in God, conversion, 
prayer and fasting,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s not sophisticated; it’s 
meat and potatoes. The message is not new — what’s new 
is that thousands of people are doing it.’’ 

A copy of Mary’s latest reported message, dated Jan. 
25, was taped to the back of the church wall. It sounded 
familiar themes: ‘‘I am calling you to complete 


conversion ... I want to draw you ever more near to God, 
but I cannot if you don’t want it ... Put your life in God’s 
hands.”’ 


Most pilgrims arrive already familiar with Medjugorje 
through videotapes, audiocassettes or newsletters. Within 
minutes of their delivery by tour bus, they are thrown into 
a retreat-like schedule. 

On Feb. 15 these were typical events for groups of 
pilgrims from California, Louisiana and New York: 

e An orientation visit to Father Jozo Zovko, the pastor 
of St. James who went to jail for a year-and-a-half for 
promoting and defending the Medjugorje events. 

e A stop at the home of one visionary, Vicka 
Ivankovic, who spends hours on her porch patiently 
answering pilgrims’ questions. 


e A stop by other visitors on the church steps to stare 
at the sun. While priests tend to downplay it, about half of 
the visitors interviewed over the three days said they had 
witnessed some form of the ‘‘sun miracle’’ — its spinning 
or dancing, or being momentarily blotted out. 

e A5p.m. three-hour church service, including all 15

sermon, is in Croatian; only the Gospel is also read in 
English and other languages. 

e A 10:30 p.m. vision session on ‘‘Apparition Hill” 
with three visionaries who relay a ‘‘message’”’ of 
appreciation from Mary. 

The daily sessions of the visionaries in the church are 
still of central importance to visitors, although they now 
occur out of sight, in the choir balcony above the 
congregation. Reporters and visiting priests are 
sometimes allowed to witness the event. 

Mary’s frequent presence is one of the most striking 
claims of Medjugorje. If eventually confirmed as 
authentic, 

At Lourdes and Fatima, by comparison, 
Mary was said to have appeared a total of 24 times.

~ For the pilgrims, inner conversion is the main thrust. It 
seemed that each of the American groups included one 
person who had come back to the sacraments after years 
of lapsed practice. 

Most, however, said they arrived already eager for 
Medjugorje’s message. Many had prepared for weeks or 
months by fasting on Wednesdays and Fridays, as 
instructed in the apparitions, and praying the rosary 
daily. 

Pilgrims in the 50- to 70-year-old range typically 
described the experience as a return to the faith of their 
youth. Said Ethel Reynolds of Santa Ana, Calif: 
‘“Mary’s asking us to go back to the church of 35 years 
ago.”’ 

Younger pilgrims also expressed enthusiasm for 
devotional prayer and fasting. 

Priests, on the other hand — several thousand have 


visited since 1981 — seemed inspired by the sudden! 


demands on their ministry. Confessionals are full, and the 
Communion lines seem endless. 

Healing — spiritual and physical — is a main theme at 
Medjugorje. Priests and_ visionaries said they have 
witnessed miraculous cures. Some are under study by the 
new commission. But according to Bishop Zanic, similar 
claims during the first commission’s work were not 
followed up by ‘‘a single piece of medical 
documentation’’ of healings. 

Most intentions for healing are presented privately and 
quietly. Typical was a petition left by an American in the 
apparition room, which read: ‘‘Please make my daughter 
Hazel well again. Let her be able to walk and talk again.

Asked about this, visitors quote Vicka’s advice: ‘‘Don’t 
talk about it, pray about it.” 

For most visitors, the talking will come after they 
return home. They said they planned to spread the 
Medjugorje message by speaking to individuals in their 
families, in their local churches and in their workplaces.

Why church is cautious about alleged apparitions

VATICAN CITY — Mention the name ‘‘Pescara’’ 
these days at the Vatican’ s Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith, and you’re likely to see some vigorous eye- 
rolling. 

Pescara, an Italian city on the Adriatic Sea, recently 
became a worst-case scenario for those who study Marian 
apparitions. For Vatican officials, it illustrated why the 
church is extremely cautious when dealingewith such 
reports. 

After claiming she had seen Mary about 500 times over 
recent months, a Pescara woman announced that on Feb. 
28 the sun would dance around the sky from noon to 1:30 
p-m. Then, at midnight, Mary’s message would be 
written brightly in the heavens. 

Supported by a local priest and tourist officials, the 
event drew tens of thousands to the city, where seaside 
hotels were forced to reopen out of season. On Feb. 28, 
some 100,000 people stared into the sky for hours. But 
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nothing happened. The next day, it was announced that 
the local priest would withdraw for a period of 
‘“psychological rest.”’ 

‘These things, when false, can damage the church 
greatly,’’ lamented a Vatican official two days later. 

‘In principle, the church has to adopt a certain 
‘coolness’ toward reports of apparitions,’’ he explained. 
“Its attitude must be one of circumspection. It cannot be 
taken in by superficiality, nor can it become 
psychologically involved in the events.”’ 

Mary’s appearance has been reported dozens of times 
in recent years and in various parts of the world, 
especially where devotion to her is traditional. 

Directly across the Adriatic Sea from Pescara, millions 
of international pilgrims have thronged the site of 
reported apparitions in Medjugorje, Yugoslavia, since 
1981. 

Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, 
congregation, has described the multiplication of 
‘*Marian apparitions’’ as a spiritual “‘sign of the times.” 
For his congregation, it also adds up to more work.

One of the congregation’s four departments, the 
disciplinary section, is charged with 
apparition reports. According to Vatican and other 
church sources in Rome, the procedures it follows are 
contained in a 1978 memo, which also gives guidelines for 
local bishops. 

Congregation officials like to stress that the local bishop 
is the first and main authority in apparition cases. But 
before a judgment is issued, and in controversial cases like 
Medjugorje, the congregation also plays a crucial role. 

When a bishop finally makes a decision, it is in concert 
with the Vatican’s doctrinal experts. 

The church’s final judgment is represented by one of 
two key phrases: ‘‘constat de supernaturalitate’’ or ‘‘non 
constat de supernaturalitate.”’ 
supernatural nature or not; there is no explicit mention of

The church’s attitude of prudence continues even after 
a final judgment is made. No one is asked to believe in 
approved apparitions. The main reason is that, for the 
church, there is no real addition to the faith.

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II called for an end to ‘‘political and 
terroristic violence’’ in Ireland which has 
brought death and suffering to Catholics 
and Protestants alike. 

Speaking to pilgrims and visitors 
gathered in St. Peter’s Square March 13 
to recite the Angelus, the pope asked 
them to pray to the Madonna of Knock 
for the ‘‘beloved land of Ireland, so that 
its people remain always faithful to the 
Christian vocation.’’ 

The pope also asked for prayers that 
“‘in the land of St. Patrick the political 
and terroristic violence, which for almost 
20 years has caused death and suffering in 
both Catholic and Protestant 
communities, may cease.”’ 

In his talk the pope did not distinguish 
between the province of Northern 
Ireland, where most of the sectarian 
violence has taken place, and the 
Republic of Ireland in the south. 

The Catholic Church in Ireland sees 
the island, hierarchically, as one piece. 
Cardinal Tomas O Fiaich is the primate 
of all Ireland, but lives in Armagh in 
British-ruled Northern Ireland. His 
archdiocese includes territory on both 
sides of the border with the republic.

The Republic of Ireland is about 95 
percent Catholic, while Northern Ireland 
is only about 35 percent Catholic. More 
than 2,200 people in Northern Ireland are 
estimated to have died in sectarian 
violence between 1969 and 1987. 


Last November the pope condemned 
the Irish Republican Army’s bombing of 
a ceremony for British war dead in 
Enniskillen, Northern Ireland, which 
killed 11 and wounded 55 in the crowd of 
onlookers. 


In his talk the pope noted the March 17 
feast of Ireland’s patron saint, St. Patrick, 
calling him “‘that great figure of an 
apostle.”’ 


He also continued his Marian year 
practice of describing shrines and 
sanctuaries dedicated to Mary around the 
world with a discussion of one of Ireland’s 
most famous shrines. The sanctuary of 
the Madonna of Knock is an example of 
the Irish people’s devotion to Mary, he 
said. 


An apparition of Mary and Sts. Joseph 
and John the apostle was seen on the wall 
of a little church in Knock in 1879, the 
pope said. 

He noted the apparition lasted long 
enough to be seen by about 18 people, 
and that it said nothing.

We called him, with respect and love, ‘‘Chick’’. He was the 
Jesuit Archbishop Aston Chichester, first bishop of Central 
Africa. It was a recognition he shunned, but which he so mightily 
deserved. 

Aston Chichester had been sent to Salisbury, Rhodesia, in the 
late 1930’s, at the age of 59, to help and guide the progress of the 
growing Catholic presence in the missions there. 

He was rotund, laughing, lovable, saintly, and he took on this 
task and the Church prospered. Under his guidance came the 
seminary and the first black priests, the first formations of Native 
Sisters. ““Chick’’ eventually became the first archbishop of the 
area in the area in the 50s and was overjoyed to live long enough 
to participate in Vatican II. But not for long. Then in his 
eighties, his heart gave out on the steps of St. Peter’s basilica in 
Rome as he and the other bishops of the world processed in for 
the first formal session of the council. 

Today that area in Africa, now known as Harare, Zimbabwe, 
has some 40 African priests ana the present archbishop i is one of 
those priests ordained by ‘‘Chick’’ back in the 40s. 

At Chick’s deathbedside in Rome Cardinal Montini (later 
Paul VI) called him ‘“‘the first saint of Central Africa.’’ 

How right.
